RATES SET FOR ALL AGES 


{n Effect December 15 Along 
Boundary And at Ocean 
Ports January 1 


OTTAWA, Nov. 380. — (Canadian 
Press.)—-Action by the government to 
-estrict immigration of certain classes 
in order tou alleviate the condition of 
inemployment now prevailing in vari- 
pus parts of the country, was taken 
oy the pavsage of an order-in-council, 
raising the money test of immigrants 
pf the mechanic, artisan, or laborer 
‘lasses from $50 to $250. 

The new order provides for the 
suspension of paragraphs 1 to 3 of 
the former order-in-council applic- 
abie to these classes of immigrants, 
and the substitution of four other 
paragraphs. ‘The first provides that 
“No immigrant of the mechanic, art- 
isan, or laborer classes whether skill- 
ed or unskilled, shall be allowed to 
land in Canada, unless he possesses, 
in his own right, money to the amount 
of $260, and in addition transporta- 
tion to his destination in Canada. 

The second paragraph provides that 
if an immigrant belonging to the 
classes is accompanied by his family, 
he must possess, in addition to trans- 
portation for the members of his 
lamity to their destination, a further 
sum of money equivalent to $125 for 
every member aged eighteen years or 
upward, and $59 for each child of 
five years and under eighteen years. 

The new regulations come into effect 
aloug the internattonal boundary on 
the 15th of December next, and at 
ocean ports on January 1. They do 
not apply to other classes of immig- 
ration than those specified, nor to 
tourists, travelers, or returning Cana- 
dians, 

The order states in opening that,a 
considerable amount of unemploy- 
ment prevails in parts of Canada, and 
that the prospeets for employment 
are not Jikely to improve gttring the 
next few months. ,

TAFF 
STOP LIFE LOSS 


Muskoka Sanitarium Buildings 
All Destroyed—100 Advanced 
Cases Moved. 


GRAVENHURST, Ont., Nov. 30.— 
| Presence of mind shown by the nurses 
and splendid work of the staff gen- 


erallé prevented loss of life in a fire 
that destroyed the main buildings of 
the Muskoka Free Hospital, for con- 
sumptives here early this morning. 
There were some narrow escapes and 
some of the patients suffered hemor- 
rages after being moved from their 
beds to the chilly night air, but so 
far as is known this evening, none of 
the patients received any serious set 
back as a result of the fire. 

This vent all the more reniarkable 
in-view of the statement. thab..the 
water pressure was totati@ iiawequate 
to subdue the flames and that the fire 
leaped from building to bullding and 
blazed away as long as there was ma- 
terial to feed on. When the emer- 
gency fire hose in the ‘hosplial was 
brought into play on the flames, the 
pressure was not strong enough to 
carry the water to the celling. From 
the hour of the discovery of the fire, 
shortly after mianight until about 
three in the morning, the frame 
buildings in turn, fell a prey to the

The British food-controller has 
' been forecasting a hard winter for 
the people of the Old Lands, due 
to the unhappy conjunction of ex- 
cessively high prices for food and 
a slackening in the demand for 
| labor, As usual in such cases, he 
| has not been getting much thanks 
for his unwelcome forecast. So 
far as matters have gone, however, 
on the price side of the question, 
they have tended to substantiate 
| the prophecy. At the middle of 
October the controller indicated 
that by Christinas the average 
weekly grocery bill for a family 
would be $2.30 more than it then 
was. By the end of the month it 
had gong up $1.90, and was still 
on the climb. 

The staff correspondent of the 
Toronto Telegram in London was 
moved by the circumstances to 
forward his paper the official list 
of prices given out by the food 
ministry, For purposes of com- 
parison, the Telegram reproduced 
this list along with a statement of 
the prices then current in Toronto.
